Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, absent applicant's own disclosure, fails to teach the entire combination of 
elements set forth in the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a method of displaying advertising comprising providing advertising on the sleeve, 
wherein the advertising extends substantially around the arm. Although references 
such as Harrison et al. disclose providing advertising on the arm of a turnstile and Nica 
discloses providing the arm of a turnstile with an aesthetically pleasing sleeve, both 
Harrison et al. and Nica fail to disclose having the advertising extend substantially 
around the arm. References such as Morgenstern, however, disclose providing 
advertising extending substantially around a post 13. Even with the teachings of 
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Morgen stern, one with ordinary skill in the art, absent applicant's own disclosure, would 
not be motivated to provide the advertising extending substantially around the arm since 
the downwardly facing portion of the advertising would to be effective in conveying its 
message to a person passing through the turnstile.
